TOWN WARRANT 


To A. F. Davenport, a constable of the Town of Sumner in the 
County of Oxford. Greeting: 


In the name of the State of Maine, you are hereby re- 
quired to notify and warn the inhabitants of the Town of 
Sumner in said county, qualified by law to vote in town affairs, 
to meet at Union Grange Hall in East Sumner, in said town, 
on Monday, the first day of March, A. D. 1943 at ten o’clock 
in the forenoon, then and there to act on the following articles, 
namely: 


Article 1. To choose a Moderator to preside at said 
meeting. 


Art. 2. To see if the town will vote to accept the report 
of the Municipal Officers for the year ending January 30, 1943. 

Art. 3. To see if the town will vote to call for bids for 
the collection of taxes. 


Art. 4. To see if the town will vote to elect one or more 
road commissioners for the ensuing year. 


Art. 5. To choose all necessary town officers for the. 
ensuing year. 

Art. 6. To see what sum of money the town will voie 
to raise and appropriate for Town Officers’ Salaries. 

Art. 7. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for snow removal. 

Art. 8. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate such sums of money as may be necessary for the sup- 
port of schools, support of the poor, repairs and insurance oi 
school houses, purchase of school books and tuition of high 
school pupils for the ensuing year. 

Art. 9. To see if the town will vote to authorize the 
school committee to continue the schools where an average of 
eight scholars has not been maintained for the past year. 

Art. 10. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for the nepewsls of roads and bridges for 
the ensuing year. 

Art. 11. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise and appropriate to defray miscellaneous accounts for the 
ensuing year. 
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Art. 12. To see what sum of money the town will vcte 
to raise and appropriate for State Aid road construction (in 
addition to the amount regularly raised for the care of ways, 
highways and bridges) under the provisions of Section 19, 
Chapter 28, Revised Statutes of 1930, or under the provisions cf 
Section 3, Chapter, 229, Public Laws of 1937. 

Art. 13. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $494.00 for the maintenance of Third Class 
roads, being the minimum the town is allowed to raise under 
Sections 43 to 47 inclusive, Chapter 28, Revised Statutes of 
1930, or to be used in conjunction with the State appor 
tionment. 

Art. 14. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for patrolmen for State Aid roads for 
the ensuing year. 

Art. 15. To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise and appropriate for cutting bushes beside the State 
Aid roads. 


Art. 16. To see what sum of money the town will voie 
to raise and appropriate for cutting bushes on town ways. 

Art. 17. To see if the town will vote to transfer the $1500 
raised in 1942 for snow equipment to apply on the town debt. 


Art. 18. To see if the town will vote to raise and apprc- 
priate the sum of $50.00 to cooperate with the Maine Forest 
Service and the Federal Government in the control of tne 
White Pine Blister Rust in accordance with Revised Statutes, 
Chapter 11, Secs. 62-63-64. 

Art. 19. To see if the town will vote to authorize the 
Town Treasurer with the approval of the Selectmen to hire

To see if the town will vote to accept the be- 
quest of Mary E. Gammon Quote “Second: I give and bequeath 
to the Town of Sumner five hundred dollars ($500.00), in 
trust, the income from which shall be used annually for the 
care of the lot and the erections thereon in Elmwood Ceme- 
tery, in said Sumner where my parents are buried, and where 
I am to be buried, and also for the care of the lot and erec- 
tions thereon where my husband is buried in said cemetery, and 
also for the care of the lot situated in the rear of the lot where 
I am to be buried, and the erections thereon; and so much of 
the income as is not needed for the care of the lots and erec- 
tions thereon, herein referred to, is to be used for the general 
up-keep of the cemetery.” 

To see if the town will vote to exempt the 
Granges of Sumner from taxes. 

Art. 29. To transact any other business that may legally 
come before said meeting.

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REPORT OF THE PUBLIC HEALTH NURSE—1942 
3 SUMNER 


To be happy one must be healthy, and in these very critical 
days it is everybody’s patriotic duty to try to attain health 
and vigor and to keep it when it is attained. The Public 
Health Nurse in your community is only too glad to help you 
with her teachings, in order to try to achieve this end. Since 
the health of the adult population is affected by what is done 
for the expectant mothers, the infant and young child, we 
emphasize the work with the mothers and young children iti 
our program, but we also work with the teachers in the schools. 
We are on the alert at all times to discover any children with 
crippling conditions so that we may help them to understand 
their difficulties and the importance of having these corrected 
aS soon as possible. 

The need for physical examinations in the schools is 
evident. 

The Local Mother’s Club has helped children in obtaining 
dental corrections. Children with speech defects were given 
the opportunity to attend the Speech Clinic in Rumford, but 
as yet have not done so. The difficulty seems to be lack ui 
transportation. 

Home visits were made to crippled children and to one 
child with a probably rheumatic heart. 

Two Child Health Conferences were held in Sumner this 
past year; several children received physical examinations and 
were innoculated and vaccinated. Several home visits were 
made following the conference to help the parents of children 
found with defects arrange for correction as soon as possible. 

Periodic home visits were made to mothers, infants, and 
preschool children. 

Let us hope that all will try to obtain the good “Health 
Insurance” provided by complete physical and dental examina- 
tions. Also, that the rules of good hygiene and the best pos- 
sible nutrition may receive increased attention in every home 
as a vital part of our defense program.

SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 
Harry A. Foster 


To the Superintending School Committee and Citizens of the. 
Town of Sumner: 

I herewith submit my annual report of the conditions of 
the schools of Sumner together with an itemized account of all 
income and expenditures for the school year 1942-1943 and also 
the recommendations of the Superintending School Committee 
for the school year 1943-1944. 

The general condition of the schools is good. Although 
some repairs are needed it will be next to impossible to make 
them under the present unsettled conditions. The schools are 
fairly well supplied with desks, textbooks and other necessary 
equipment. The ceiling at the Morrill school has been lowered 
and replaced with insulating board. . 

The teacher situation is more serious than last year. It 
was necessary to secure an entirely new corps of teachers 
at the opening of schools in September. We must depend 
entirely upon local people to supply our needs and the number 
of those qualified to meet State requirements is. scarcely suffi- 
cient to do this. | 

The number of children in town between the ages of five 
and twenty-one is consistently growing less and less. It is 
upon this group that we depend largely for our State Aid 
which is as consistently being reduced. The number of our 
boys and girls attending high schools held up very well during 
the year. This number will probably be reduced somewhat 
during the coming year because of draft requirements and 
the urgent need for help in industry and on farms. 

Transportation alone presents and unprecedented problem. 
Everything is so unstable that it is most difficult to invision 
our educational needs for the future. However, after very 
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careful consideration of all the problems which confront us 
the Superintending School Committee offers. the following 
recommendations: 


Common Schools $3,000.00 
High School Tuition 1,500.00 
Supt. of Schools 250.00 
Textbooks and Supplies 225.00 
Office Expense | 35.00 


In the year to come we must expect upsets and changes 
which would not be tolerated under more settled conditions. 
We must not get confused or discouraged but on the other 
hand, think clearly and act wisely and whatever happens, do 
our utmost to keep our schools functioning. 

“Sigh as we may for the status quo, the profound convic- 
tion has been borne in upon most of us that we are living in 
a world where there is no status, and very little quo. We are 
like sailors on a ship driving before a gale on a stormy sea. 
We may regret the safe harbor, but the tempest hurries us 
on. We must navigate in the gale, not spend our time wishing 
for sunlight and a calm sea.”
